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VOLUNTEERS are being 
sought to help uncover, 
map and research the 
people buried at Abney 
Park cemetery. 


In 2016, the Council received 
£21,400 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund to run a project, 
called Abney Unearthed, over 
two years. Now in its final 


year, the team is seeking 
more volunteers to help map 
the remaining graves. 

One of London’s ‘magnificent 
seven’ garden cemeteries, 


Abney Park opened in 1840. 
Over the next century, around 
200,000 people were laid to 
rest, until nature took over and 
began obscuring the graves. 


Project manager Haydn S 
says: “Abney Unearthed is 
so important because it is 
giving an identity to the people 
buried here.” See pages 4-5.

JOINT initiative 
between the 
Council and the 
Hackney Food 
Partnership, called Sugar 
Smart, has launched a 
‘Ditch the Fizz’ campaign 
to encourage residents 
to give up unhealthy 
soft drinks. 


Consuming too much 
sugar can lead to 
tooth decay, 
obesity and 
diabetes in 
adults and 
children.

diets, providing 29 per cent 
of the daily sugar intake 
for children aged 11-18. 

Non-diet fizzy drinks 
are very high in sugar with 
79 per cent of 330ml cans 
containing at least six or 
more teaspoons of sugar. 
The maximum daily sugar 
limit for those aged 11 and 
above is seven teaspoons. 

Cutting out fizzy drinks 
is therefore an easy way 
to reduce sugar intake, 
particularly for children 
who drink the most. 

Schools already taking 
action in Hackney include 
Mandeville Primary, E5, 
and Holmleigh Primary, 
N16. All soft drinks have 
already been banned at 
The Urswick School, E9. 

Everyone living and 
working in the borough 
will be encouraged to cut 
out soft drinks for two 
weeks as part of the 
Ditch the Fizz campaign 
that runs from 14 May to 
17 June.

positive way. 

Using guerrilla 
gardening, he 
planted pansies 
in the pavement 
cracks of places 
where homophobic 
abuse had taken 
place, reclaiming the space 
with an act of resistance, 
and using the flower as a 
powerful symbol of protest.

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Hackney or Newcastle? Scavenger hunt maps NE street signs 


IT was a ghost hunt, 
but not as you know it. 
On 21 April, residents 
scoured the streets of 
the former NE postal 
district, tracking down 
and mapping the last 
remaining street signs 
bearing what is now the 
postcode for Newcastle. 


divided London into 
10 districts, two central 
(WC and EC) and eight 
radiating out from the 
centre, corresponding to 
the points of the compass 
(N, S, E, W, NE, SE, NW 
and SW). 

It did not last long. The 
following year, the NE 


district folded into E. 

In 1869, the distinction 
between NE and E was 
more formally abolished 
and the public were 
instructed to address all 
letters using E. 

Despite this, the 
Metropolitan Borough of 
Hackney continued to use 


NE on street signs until 
1917 and some NE signs 
remain today. 

Event organiser Sam 
Roberts said: “This 
scavenger hunt came 
about via a Twitter 
conversation where a 
few of us were finding 
and mapping these 


surviving street signs. 

“Our aim was to 
conduct a comprehensive 
survey of them.” 

The area was divided 
into sections, with 
different teams walking 
down each stretch of 
road, looking for and 
documenting the surviving 


signs that exist there. 

They took photos of the 
signs, then shared them 
and their locations on 
Twitter using the hashtag 
#NESigns.

She pauses from her work 
for a moment. “Where else, 
in this day and age, can you 
still discover stuff?” she 
asks. “To be allowed to do 
this is amazing, I love it.” 

Marina is part of a group 
of volunteers who meet 
every Tuesday in Stoke 
Newington’s historic Abney 
Park. One of London’s 
‘magnificent seven’ garden 
cemeteries, 
it opened in 
1840 with a 
radical remit 
- a burial 
place for all, 
regardless 
of their 
religion. 

Over the 
next century, 
around 


200,000 people were laid 
to rest in 60,000 graves 
ranging from elaborate 
monuments to path-side 
common grave markers. 
General William and 
Catherine Booth, founder 
of the Salvation Army, 
were buried here, as was 
renowned Victorian lion 
tamer Frank Bostock. 

By the time the cemetery 


moss meandered across 
inscriptions and the 
names - and stories - of 
those buried beneath them 
were obscured. 

Until, 2016 that is, 
when the Council received 
£21,400 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund in order to 
run a new project. Led by 
volunteers for a period 
of two years, Abney 
Unearthed would uncover, 
map and research the lost 
inhabitants of the park, 
telling the story of how the 
park, and Hackney more 
widely, changed between 
1880 and the 1970s. 

Project manager 
Haydn S explains: “Abney 
Unearthed is so important 
because it is giving an 
identity to the people buried

“We’ve discovered a 
poetess and war writer 
called Alice R Cron,” 
she says excitedly. “It’s 
so interesting to discover 
graves which were covered 
up. Even if they weren’t well 
known people, just putting 
a name to a number is a 
way of honouring them.” 


was redesignated as a 
nature reserve in 1993, 
however, life had already 
begun to reassert itself over 
the dead. Hundreds of 
insect species made homes 
among the graves, including 
the moth Adela reaumurella 
and the endangered girdled 
mining bee. 

Lush tendrils wound their 
way around tombstones,

and other buildings,” 
explains Abney Park 
manager Tom Simpson. 

The Abney Unearthed 
project is, he explains, a 
forerunner to that big bid, 
and a vital one at that. 

“The project is important 
because if you want to make 
something better, you have 
to understand what you 
have,” says Tom, adding: 
“this project is about 
understanding what is here, 
and how we are going to 
look after it in the future.”

here. There are hundreds 
of people undiscovered, 
and it’s almost like their life 
never existed.” 

In the past 15 months 
the volunteer team has 
uncovered, catalogued and 
mapped countless such 
local lives. “We found a 
commissioner to Stoke 
Newington Library whose 
grave stone was hidden 
below the soil,” says 
Marina. “He even received 
a note from Charles 
Dickens in the archives. 

His grave would have been 
lost! It’s definitely made it 
worthwhile digging the last 
couple of weeks.” 

Fellow volunteer, Alison 
Palmer, adds: “Some of 
the people who lived on 
the road I live on were

buried here. I managed 
to find the man who built 
my own house, which was 
very exciting.” 

“It’s so enjoyable finding 
out how people lived, how 
they died, where they died 
- some in foreign countries, 
some in battle, disease... ” 
explains yet another 
volunteer, Bob Fraser, as 
he takes a break in the 
sunshine. “It’s a challenge 
to find who they are, but it’s 
fulfilling work.” 

With just one year left 


before the project draws to 
a close, the team is calling 
for volunteers to join it 
every Tuesday morning 
and help to discover the 
hundreds more whose 
identities and stories remain 
buried alongside them. 

“When the Council 
first began managing 
the park in 2015, the 
idea was to make a big 
bid to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, to make various 
improvements on site, 
like sorting out the chapel

T HERE seems to be a 
real divide between 
the people you 
meet in these fancy 
co-working spaces and the 
rest of the people who live 
in Hackney, who may have 
great business ideas, but 
don’t get the same support 
to make it real. And to be 
frank, that kind of sucks.” 

Christian Ahlert knows 
what he’s talking about. 
Since arriving in the UK 
in 2003, he has been at 
the centre of East London’s 
tech scene, helping to 
launch the world’s first ever 
online courier company - 
the aptly named eCourier 
- and then creating MiniBar 
Labs, a network for the 
dizzying number of 
start-ups that spring up 
daily around Hackney’s 
silicon roundabout. 

The explosion in tech 
and creative companies 
has been a huge boon to 
the borough’s economy in 
the past five years. Now, 
says Christian, “there are 
so many programmes 
for people in the tech 
community, teaching you 
how to pitch for funding, 
or polish your branding. 
People are throwing phrases 
like Venture capital’ around 
all the time.” 

But outside of this bubble, 
he suggests, things are 
very different. “People are 
living or working next door 
to each other, but barely 
meeting,” he says. “There 
are many more people who 
would love to start a small 
business, but that level of 
support just isn’t available 
to them.” 

Nor is that the only 
inequality that troubles 
him. Christian continues: 
“By 2040,40 per cent

And so he and his friend 
Gini Simpson decided to 
tackle both problems at 
once. Next month, the 
first Un-Age course will 
be rolled out for Hackney 
and East London residents 
who want to create their 
own businesses. But while 
there are a plethora of such 
start-up programmes on the 


market, this one is different. 

First, it is free. Second, 
and perhaps more radical, 
Un-Age is exclusively for 
people aged under 25 and 
over 55, who are interested 
in teaming up to launch 
their dream business 
with someone at the very 
opposite end of their 
professional life. 


“We think that diversity 
across age and culture 
creates more interesting 
and more successful 
businesses,” says Christian, 
pointing out that diversity 
is one of Hackney’s 
greatest strengths. 

A first trial has already 
resulted in Brazlbo - a food 
pop-up created by Jason, a 
19-year-old Brazilian, and 
Evelyn, 57, and from the 
Igbo tribe in Nigeria. 

Together, says Christian, 
this unlikely pair are 
creating some amazing 
dishes, inspired by their 


mutually rich heritages. 
Their business model, 
too, draws strength from 
their very different life 
experiences. 

In part because of 
Brazlbo’s success, Un-Age’s 
first course will also coach 
its participants in how to 
launch a food start-up. 

“Food makes sense for 
start-ups,” says Christian, 
“because it’s so scaleable. 
You can start with an 
occasional pop-up, 
progress to a market-stall, 
then maybe even find a 
permanent site.” 

The first cohort will 
start work on 4 May. For 
two weeks they will be 
connected with mentors. 

In the evenings and over 
the course of a Saturday, 
they will learn about 
business development 
strategies, branding and 
marketing techniques. 

Then, in what he calls ‘a 
friendly Dragon’s Den’, they 
will pitch their idea in the 
hope of becoming one of 
the two winners who will 
get a business support 
package worth £1,000 - 
as well as connections with 
restaurants, markets and 
other venues at which they 
might launch their dream 
company. 

To take part, residents 
need to fit into one of those 
age brackets, demonstrate 
real enthusiasm for starting 
a food business and, well... 
that’s it. “We don’t have 
any stringent criteria,” 
says Christian, “it’s needs- 
based, but we want to be 
as inclusive as possible. 

You could be a 55-year- 
old retired teacher, or an 
unemployed teen.” 

He continues: “Anyone 
can have that passion, 
whatever their age or 
background. I want to 
see them all given the 
opportunity to make their 
dream work.”

Improvements to Wick Road 

WORK has begun on making improvements to the Wick 
Road area, between Kenworthy Road and Morning Lane. 
Last year the Council consulted on the improvements, 
including reverting Wick Road to two-way traffic; adding 
better pedestrian crossings; creating separate cycle 
tracks in both directions; replacing trees and removing 
some car parking spaces. 

The first phase is from the south side of Wick Road, 
between Bradstock Road and Kenton Road. Parking bays 
will be suspended when necessary on both sides of the 
road to allow safe working. 

Side roads may also need to be closed and bus stops 
suspended when necessary during the work. 

The improvements will take place from 8am-5pm, 
Monday-Saturday until May next year.

Get a £54 voucher to use reusable cloth nappies and save £100s 


PARENTS and parents- 
to-be are being offered 
a £54 voucher by the 
Council to help cover 
the costs of buying real 
cotton nappies 
or towards a nappy 
laundry service. 

Babies use close to 
2,000 plastic disposable 
nappies every year until 
potty trained - and with 


more than 4,000 babies 
born every year in the 
borough, plastic nappies 
account for six per cent 
of waste in Hackney. 

By using reusable real 
nappies residents could 
save between £500 and 
£1,000 per baby and cut 
their waste contribution 
significantly. In fact, 
by replacing just one 


disposable with a real 
nappy every day, people 
could save a 730 plastic 
nappies per baby from 
going to landfill. 

Sarah Williams, 
Recycling Manager 
at Hackney Council, 
has been using real 
nappies with her baby 
girl (pictured). 

She says: “I have spent 


so little money on buying 
nappies. There’s heaps of 
used nappies going free 
or cheap and they are as 
good as new. 

“We love using real 
nappies - why create 
mountains of waste 
when there is a kinder, 
better alternative, which 
is virtually waste free.”

So what better medium through which to explore history than 
the footwear in which its inhabitants trod? 


the 1800s and even a shoe made for a sheep. 

The exhibition is an interactive experience, with virtual reality 
elements and an audio installation that plays the sound of 
dancing shoes.

A NEBULA in space 
and an underwater 
scene are just some 
of the murals 
painted by young people 
working with local artist 
Alexandra McKenzie as 
part of a new project. 

The artwork, painted in a 
youth offending centre over 
the course of a year, was 
created by young people on 
reparation orders, which 
are non-custodial sentences 
to help prevent further 
offending and help generate 
an understanding of the 
effects of crime. 

Alexandra, who lives in 
Clapton and is a Young 
Hackney volunteer, said: 
“Rather than repetitive tasks 
that people usually think 
of in reparation schemes, 
the mural painting has lots 


of aspects to it. As well as 
something nice to do, there 
is a sense of completion and 
pride at the end, that their 
work will be enjoyed by 
other young people.” 

There are eight murals: 
a sandy beach, coral reef, 
kelp forest, nebula in space, 
birds in the sky, fossils, the 
savannah and a wildflower 
meadow, which were 
created using lino-cut prints 
and specialist paint. 

So far, nine young people 
have worked on the project. 

One 17-year-old girl, 
who was on a 10-month 
reparation order, said: 

“I thought I was going to 
be doing some really 
mundane job but this has 
been interesting, and it’s 
good to do something that 
will last and be seen by 


lots of people.” 

Youth Support and 
Development Worker, 
Norman Saggers, who has 
been working with those 
involved in the project, 
said: “Alexandra’s creative 
approach helps set an 
environment where young 
people can concentrate on 
the work, forget the other 
issues going on in their 
lives and reflect on the 
satisfaction from making a 
more positive contribution. 

“They get to see that they 
can do so much more than 


they thought they could.” 

Anne Canning, Group 
Director for Children, 
Adults and Community 
Health, added: “We 
believe the best way of 
tackling youth crime is 
through prevention. The 
art reparation project is just 
one of many programmes, 
which run to not only serve 
the community but allow 
for personal and skills 
development, to ensure 
young people transition 
into an independent and 
successful adulthood.”

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

Linguine with white wine 
sauce and mussels 


Serves 5 


Preparation time

Ingredients 

•1 tbsp olive oil 

• 5 shallots, finely sliced 

• 25g wholegrain mustard 

• 50ml white cooking wine 

• 50ml double cream 

• 100ml vegetable/fish stock 

• 10Og chopped thyme 

• 375g linguine 

• 1 kg mussels (200g per portion). 

Method 

• Clean the mussels by scrubbing them in 
cold water, tugging out any ‘beards'. Throw 
away any mussels that float to the top of 
the water or are open 

• Heat the oil in a hot saucepan and add the 
shallots until translucent. Add the mustard 
and cook for 5 mins 

•Add the cooking wine and cook for 2-5 



mins. Add the stock and cook for 2 mins. Add 
the cream and cook for a further 2 mins. Add 
the thyme and leave to cool 

• Cook the linguine for 8 mins until al dente 

• Put the white wine sauce, cooked pasta and 
mussels in a pan, add 1 cup of water and 
cover. Heat gently until all the mussels open.
